DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

The claims are allowable as the references on the record do not teach or fairly suggest the 
particular limitations recited in the claims, i.e., less than 10% of polyene degradation products 
and an emitted dose greater than 60%, nor the employment of leucyl-containing excipient 
comprising from 1 to 3 amino acid residue in a spray-dried powder composition comprising a 
polyene antifungal compound.
